T H E A B A ITE DIAM OND. 
In the notice of diamonds, which appeared in our last 
week’s Journal, uo mention was made o f the la rg est 
diam ond in the world, the A b a ite , so called from the 
river of that name, in which it was discovered, in the 
Brazils, about 70 years ago. 
This gem weighs 1680 
carats, and has been estimated by competent judges to 
be worth 200 millions sterling. 
So romantic is tlie his­ 
tory of its discovery, that, if only slightly embellished 
by the aid of fiction, it would form the ground-work o f 
an interesting tale. 
Three M in eiro s, (inhabitants o f 
the province of Minas) convicted of smuggling gold, 
were doomed, by a sentence of the Viceroy, to perpetu­ 
al banishment in the wildest and most uninhabited part 
of the province of Minas Geraes, which at that time was 
still unreclaimed from the Indians, or the wild denizens 
o f the forest. 
For upwards o f five years these men 
dragged on a miserable existence, supported by the hope 
o f discovering some rich gold formation that would pur­ 
chase a remission of their sentence. 
In the sixth year, 
one of those excessive droughts which so frequently de­ 
vastate the interior provinces o f Brazil, left dry the bed 
o f the river Abaite. 
T he three exiles accordingly de­ 
scended into it*in order to search among the Caacalhao 
(alluvial soil) for gold. 
After a very short search, they discovered the dia- 
moud in question. 
At first, from its extraordinary size, 
they conceived it to be only a chrystal, but one o f the 
party, who possessed some knowledge o f mineralogy, 
was convinced from its geometric form and peculiar 
brilliancy, that it was a diamond of prodigious value.— 
Overjoyed at their good fortune, they resolved to pro­ 
ceed at all hazards to the nearest presidency. 
They 
did so, and, on their urrival, exhibited their gem to the 
Cominandante and the Vegario, the latter o f whom im­ 
mediately set out for Villa Jttica, the capital o f the prov­ 
ince» where, on inspection by the Directors o f the Col­ 
lege of Diamonds, it was pronounced to be a brilliant 
of the finest water. 
A frigate was immediately de­ 
spatched to Lisbon with the glittering prize— the Vega­ 
rio received a valuable church preferment, and the ex­ 
iles a full pardon. 
T his diamond has never been cut : 
the Court of Portugal, from its immense value, being 
unwilling to trust it for that purpose into the hands o f a 
lapidary ; but his late Majesty, John the Sixth, had a 
hole drilled through it, in order to enable him to wear 
it suspended round his royal neck on gala days. 
W hat has become of tliis inestimable gem , vve know 
not. 
Whan the Court of Portugal emigrated to Brazil, 
it returned with them to its native country ; and on 
the 
return of Don John to his European dominions, it again 
crossed the Atlantic ; but whether it was among the 
Crown jewels given up by .Miguel, on the termination 
ol the late contest in Portugal, or whether it has been 
pledged by him in order to raise the sinews o f war, has 
not yet transpired. 
No monarch had so splendid a collection o f diamonds 
as the late King o f Portugal. 
It was quite a hobby­ 
horse with this good natural though imbecile monarch. 
Oa the top ol the Imperial Crown o f Brazil, used at the 
Coronation ol Don Pedro, there was a diamond the j 
size ol a pigeon’s egg, of the finest lustre ; the sceptre j 
was likewise surmounted by one almost its equal in I 
siz ■ ; while the hilt ol 
the sword was totally covered 
vvith these brilliant gems. 
On the evening o f the day 
ol his coronation, tho Emperor and his Imperial Con­ 
tort graced the Opera house with their presence. 
On 
this occasion, Don Pedro, over his splendid uniform, still 
with gold embroidery and emblazoned with stars and 
orders, ware a large pair of diamond epaulettes, which, 
by their extraordinary lustre, fairly dazzled the 
eyes of
